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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on 1 0/06/2008 is acknowledged and has been accepted by 
the Examiner. The applicant has cancelled claims 17-26, 28-30 and 42-45 in response to the 
previous office action. Claims 7-8 and 27 have been previously cancelled. Currently claims 1-6, 
9-16 and 31-41 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 9-16 and 31-41 are allowable. 

3. Claims 1 and 12 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus comprising a lens positioned on the same side of 
a point light source and a photodetector, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
respective claims. 

4. Claims 2-6, 9-1 1 and 13-16 are allowable because they are dependent on independent 
claims 1 or 12 or an intermediate claim. 

5. Claims 3 1 and 37 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method comprising emitting a light onto a 
target area of an object via a light source located at a first end of a holder, detecting a reflected 
light from said target area of said object via a photodetector located at a second end of said 
holder, opposite said first end, and focusing said point of light onto said target area of said object 
via a lens positioned to the same side of said point light source and said photodetector, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the respective claims. 

6. Claims 32-36 and 38-41 allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 3 1 
or an intermediate claim.
